WASHINGTON, Oct. 2.—-Mall advices re- 
ceived from Venezuela show that one of.the 
first acts of the newly appointed Governor 
of British Guiana upon taking office was 
to make a personal official inspection of the 
gold fields of the Barima country lying 
within the territory now in dispute between 
Great Britain and Venezuela. 

At the beginning of last August the Gov- 
ernor started from Georgetown on a tour of 
the Barima district, taking With him a con- 
siderable patty, including the Attorney- 
Genera! of the colony, a civil engineer and 
other officials. The party steamed up the 
Barima River and went to Acarabisci. about 
110 miles from the mouth and the — 5

After the bombardment of the pa.ace of 
Zanzibar by the British gunboats Sparrow, 
Thrush and Racoon, Seyid Khalid, who had 
proclaimed himself Sultan on Aug. 25, after 
the sudden death of Seyid Hammed Bin 
Twain Bin Said, sought refuge at the Ger- 
man consulate. 

A demand was made by the British author- 
ities for his surrender, but the-German Con- 
sul, acting upon the instructions received 
from his gove#hment, refused to place the 
fugitive in the hands of the British. 

This caused considerable irritation, and 
has been the cause of considerable dipto- 
matic correspondence between Great Brit-

TIDAL WAVE AT CEDAR KEYS. 


Twenty Residents Drowned and a Fleet 
ot: Vessels With Their 
Crews Lost. 


, 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Oct. 1.—At last 
details or Tuesday’s disaster have been 
received from Cedar Keys. That ill-fated 
town of 1,500 inhabitants at the mouth 
of the Suwanee River, 150 miles southwest 
of here, was swept by a tidal wave. 

The storm, of which the tidal wave was 
but a part, sent to the bottom many ves- 
sels which were on the sponge banks below 
Cedar Keys. How many men lost their 
lives by shipwreck may never be known. 

Cedar Keys is a place of desolation and 
death. Twenty corpses have been recov- 
ered, but few have been identified, so mu- 
tilated were they by falling timbers. Many 
of the corpses were dug out of the mud in 


The town is situated on a mber of 
small keys connected by bridg It had 
no protection and went to pieces when the 
West India hurricane, with a velocity of 
eighty miles an hour came roaring from the 


gulf, 
The storm struck the place about 3:30 


o'clock Tuesday morning and continued 

Or several hours. Though warning had 
been given, nothing indicated a blow of 
unusual severity. Up to 11 o’clock the 
night was calm and quiet. At that hour a 
moderate breeze sprang up from the — 5 
ward, increasing gradually until a thirty- 
mile ‘wind was blowing. 

About 4 a. m. it blew a perfect tornado 
and suddenly changed to the southeast, 

bringing a deluge rs water, the tide rising 
two feet higher than in the mremorable 

ale of 1894, which was at the time said to 

e the worst storm on record. 

At J o’clock an immense tidal wave came 
in from south, carrying destruction 
with it. Boats, wharves and small houses

he loss of life at Cedar Keys proper is 
as nothing in comparison with the number 
of spongers an fishermen who were 
drowned. The Mary Eliza came in this 
morning dismasted. 

She reports that at dark Monday night 
nearly 100 vessels were anchored on the 
sponge bar below Cedar Keys and that all 
these but about twenty were lost. As these 
boats carried from four to ten men each the 
loss of life was eat. 

Eight corpses have already been washed 
ashore. The schooner Rosalie was sunk and 
eight of her crew drowned. 

The handsome Methodist Episcop 

Church South, the Cedar Key High ——

colored churches, the Suwanee Ice 
tory, Wolf's Cedar Mill and the Eagle Pen-

Not less than 
200 families are left totally destitute. All 
their houses, fencings and crops are totally 
destroyed, and what they had gathered was 
blown 3 with 2 building's. 

The difficulty recovering the dead 
arises from the oan that.the town was built 


these keys were swept away and the 
communication is by means of boats, of 
which there are but a few left. Then, too, 
most of the victims were buried deep in 
mud by the tidal wave and many of the 
bodies will probably never be recovered. 

Beyond the bar there are a score of masts 
visible just above the water, and each top 
indicates the burial place of a sponging 
vessel and its crew, It is possible that 
many of the vessels were blown into the 
gulf and rode out of the hurricane, but the 
Mary Eliza's captain thinks that by far 
the greater number are beneath the water, 
with their crews. He says that there was 
not one chance in a thowsand for such frail 
crafts to live in such a huricane. 

Two gentlemen, who went down the coast 
a few miles, returned to Cedar Keys and re- 
ported finding the corpses of eight men 
washed ashore. These men were the crew 
of a sponging vessel and the crews of most 
of the other vessels have undoubtedly met 
a similar fate.

In England and the United Staites the 
panic was confined to a few; but on the con- 
tinent of Europe every Government, .rich 
and poor, thought it needfpl to make pro- 
vision against threatened evils, The Gov- 
ernments of France, Holland and Russia, in 
particular, turned their attention to the 
monetary question; and, in 1850, the Govern- 
ment of Holland availed itself of a law, 
which had not before been in operation, to 
take immediate steps for selling off the 
gold in the banks of Amsterdam, at what 
they supposed to be the highest prices, and 
to stock themselves with silver. This opera- 
ition was carried on concurrently with a 
supply of bullion to Russia for a loan, a de- 
mand for silver in Austria and for shipment 
to Inka: and it really did produce am effect 
on the silver market.

ONE TO THE WORKINGMEN. 


Vice-President Stevenson Will Preside 
at the Convention of Clubs in 
the Auditorium. 


‘At 11 o’clock Saturday forenoon the Na- 
tional Association of Democratic Clubs will 
convene in the Auditorium, President 
Chauncey F. Black of Maryland will call 
it to order.
